- TASSOS PAPADOPOULOS - GREEK CYPRIOT NEGOTIATOR SINCE 1976. 

AGE 43. HARD-LINE NEGOTIATOR AND HYPER-GREEK NATIONALIST (AS A 
CONSEQUENCE VIEWED WITH CONSIDERABLE SUSPICION BY TURK CYPRIOTS). 

AS AMBITIOUS, ACTIVE POLITICIAN HE IS INCLINED TO TAKE FLEXIBLE 

OR COMPROMISING POSITIONS ON NATIONAL QUESTIONS BUT HAS ASSURED 
ARCHBISHOP, WITH WHOM HE IS CLOSE, THAT THE GREEK CYPRIOTS SIDE 
WILL NEGOTIATE IN GOOD FAITH AT VIENNA AND WILL ADHERE TO 
ARCHBISHOP'S POLICY POSITIONS. 

- MICHAEL TRIANTAFYLLIDES - ADVISOR TO THE NEGOTIATOR. JUSTICE

SPECTRUM OF GREEK CYPRIOT SOCIETY AND HER PRESENCE ON DELAGATION 
SHOULD BE A PLUS FOR SERIOUS NEGOTIATION. IN CONSERVATION SHE HAS 
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SHOWN REALISTIC VIEW OF WHAT COMPROMISES WILL BE NECESSARY TO 
REACH SETTLEMENT.

75. ARCHBISHOP'S LONG-TIME LEGAL ADVISOR WHO HAS PROVIDED LEGAL 
UNDERPINNINGS FOR A NUMBER OF DUBIOUS GREEK CYPRIOT ACTIVITIES. 

A RECENT PUBLICATION IN WHICH HE IS UNDERSTOOD BY THE TURK 
CYPRIOTS TO HAVE ARGUED THAT PRESENCE HERE OF TURKISH ARMY CON- 
STITUTES DURESS AND WILL RENDER A POSSIBLE AGREEMENT NULL AND VOID

IS BRIGHT, URBANE AND KNOWLEDGEABLE, BUT ALSO A TURKISH NATIONALIST 
WHOSE CYPRUS EXPERRIENCE LEADS HIM TO THINK IN TERMS OF PERPETUAL 
CONFLICT BETWEEN GREEKS AND OPPRESSED TURKS.
